THE terror conspiracy trial of Egyptian 
Sheikh Omar Abdel-Rabman and 11 of his 
followers - accused of plotting to bomb a 
series of New York landmarks in an attempt 
to overthrow the US -- began yesterday amid 
heavy security. in the biggest terrorism trial in 
the nation’s history. 

Citizens called for jury duty in the case 
fined up by the dozens outside the federal 
court building in Manhattan yesterday morn- 
ing.

Jury selection began at 10:45 a.m.

BERLIN (AP) ~ Prosecutors 
announced charges yesterday 
against seven former East Ger- 
man leaders in connection with 
deaths of people fleeing the 
communist country. 

A separate report, meanwhile. 
said 584 people died in escape 
attempts during East Germany's 
41 years of existence. The num- 
ber has increased steadily since 
German unification in 1990 as re- 
searchers discover new informa- 
tion in mountains of secret 
Tecords. 

The Berlia Justice Department 
said seven former members of the 
Politburo of the East German 
Communist Party were accused 
of multiple counts of manslaugh- 
ter and attempted manslaughter 
at the inner-German border in- 
cluding the Berlin Wall. 

The wall stood from 1961 until 
1989 when a popular revolution 
forced its opening and eventually 
toppled the Communists. 


The names of the accused were 
not immediately released. The 
Justice Department said alt of 
them had to be informed of the 
accusations before more details 
would be made public. 

The announcement of charges 
marks the second legal drive 
against top East German figures. 

In 1992, Communist leader 
Erich Honecker and five others 
were put on trial for manslaugh- 
ter, accused of giving border 
guards shoot-to-kill orders. 

That trial ended messily with 
only three convictions as Hon- 
ecker and two other aged figures 
were excused on grounds of ill 
health. Honecker died of liver 
cancer last year in Chilean exile. 

Prosecutions of border guards 
have continued, meanwhile, and 
in Berlin the 22nd such trial is 
under way. Most of the trials 
have ended with suspended sen- 
tences, though several former 
guards have been sent to prison

New York City’s crime rate fell in 1994 


NEW YORK (Reuter) -- New York Mayor Rudolph 
Giuliani said on Saturday that the number of violent 
crimes in the city declined significantly last year. 

He hailed the decline as a success story for the city. 

The drop in murder and robbery was “the largest 
simultaneous decrease in these two categories in re- 
Cent memory,” the mayor said at a City Hail news 
conference. A 

He predicted it would have a substantial impact on 
tourism. 

Giuliani said last year's FBI crime statistics for large 
Cities in America showed that New York was “just 
about the safest. Those numbers are getting better, 
hot worse,” he said. 

New York did not feature in the top 15 of the US's 
most dangerous cities with populations over 100,000. 
Atlanta, Miami and St Louis were the top three.

Veteran British satirist 
Peter Cook dies at 57 


LONDON (Reuter) -- Peter 
Cook, hailed as founding father 
of contem British satire 
and famed for his comedy part- 
nership with actor Dudley 
Moore, died suddenly yesterday 
of a gastrointestinal hemorrhage 
at the age of 57. © 

Cook, who rocketed to fame as 


a student wit and then spearhead- , , 


ed Britain's satire boom in the 
“Swinging Sixties,” influenced a 
whole generation of comedians 
but never capitalized on his early 
success. 

“I think I ran out of ambition 
at 24,” the disheveled comedian 
once confessed after Dudiey 
Moore departed for a career of 
international fame as an unlikely 
Hollywood hearthrob.

But Cook left behind him one 
enduring monument to his acidic 
humor — he founded the satirical 
piagazine Private Eye whose edi- 
tor Ian Hislop said yesterday: 
“He was an extraordinary propri- 
etor. He never interfered, he 
never complained.” : 

“Tt was sad he never really lived 
up to his potential because he 
-seemed to enjoy life more than 
work,” BBC producer Harry 
‘Thompson said of the comedian so 
often seen with a drink in one 
hand and a cigarette in the other. 

Fellow satirist Ned Sherrin said 
of Cook: “Obviously he was the 
first, he was the governor.” 

BBC television chief Alan Yen- 
tob said: “Peter Cook was an ab- 
solute one-off, a unique comtic tal- 
ent whose influence on succeeding 
generations of television writers 
and performers is immeasurable.” 

Cook broke new ground in the 
Sixties in.the student revue “Be- 
yond the Fringe” that transferred 
to London’s West End and New 
York's Broadway. His most riot- 
ous cameo was portraying Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan as a 
rambling buffoon. 

After his meteoric rise to fame, 
Cook founded The Establishment, 
billed as Britain's first satirical 
club, as well as a New York club 
and an off-Broadway theatre. 
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turned the fire.

IRANCE has always been renowned for its 

maverick foreign polices, its defiant 

switaming against the stream, its infuriat- 
ing ability to rile friends and allies. But its 
decision this week to break ranks with world 
opinion and restore relations with Iraq marks a 
new level of arrogance and self-interest. 

The French have a reputation for preferring 

” intellect and self-interest over morality. [ἢ this 
case, plain stupidity would appear to be the 
appropriate epithet. The feeble excuse for the 
French decision — that Iraq nas done enough in’ 

- complying with UN sanctions to justify a re- 
ward — was immediately shown to be nonsense 
by the arrogant demeanor of Saddam Hussein. 
In a week which has already heard him urge 
Arab states to “‘launch the 40th missile”" 
against Israel, he strutted in field-marshal’s 
uniform to lambast the West and proclaim that 
the United Nations had utterly failed to subdue 
Iraq in the Gulf War. 

Saddam's speeches were backed up by a 
military parade of several thousand ‘‘Saddam 
Commandos,”’ ted by Saddam's eldest son. 
Uday. The unit was formed last October to carry 
out suicide attacks on US troops. Still living the 
lie of the ‘‘mother of all battles’’ as a victory. 
this ludicrous dictator continues to demonstrate 
that he has learned no lessons, and never will. 
At the first opportunity he will return to the 
dangerous aggression that fed first to his inva- 
sion of Iran and then Kuwait. 

Given the style of this man, any nation but 
France would be ashamed to have the dictator of 
Baghdad heap praise upon it. Even the Arab 
states, with their natural instincts for papering, 
over disputes in the name of Islamic and Arab 
solidarity, have balked at responding to Sad- 
dam’s overtures. Iraq yesterday attributed allied 
criticism of the French move as “‘barbarism and 
hatred’’ — subjects on which we can certainly 
oe Saddam’s expertise. 


he Iraqi statement unwittingly put its finger 
on French motivation by stating: ‘‘France has 
interests in the region which require that its 
relations with Iraq, which have been harmed by 
its support for the Western stand, are rejuvenat- 
εα What it boils down to is that France, once a 
major trade partner and arms supplier for Iraq, 
is positioning itself to steal a march on its allies, 
especially Britain, by bing enormous con- 
tracts in iraq once the sanctions are eased.

France has now slipped into ἃ more support- 
ive role for Iraq than even Russia and China.

That he can be calling for 
more missile strikes on Tel Aviv in the midst of 
the so-called peave process shouJd have given 
France pause for thought. It should not require 
the brainpower of a French philosopher to work 
out that France. with a hushed-up history of 
collaboration with its Nazi conquerors, has a 
special interest in not endangering Jewish lives 
by pouring new expertise. money. and support 
inte the hands af world public enemy No. 1. 

Washington's blunt and swift criticism of its 
so-called ally is welcome. The State Depart- 
ment spokeswoman stated clearly that this is 
‘tno time”” to be making gestures toward Sad- 
dam, and cited the report of the UN’s Rolf 
Ekeus. who is in charge of dismantling Iraq's 
programs for building weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. Ekeus said last month iraq is consistently 
failing to cooperate with the UN caramission. It 
can be guaranteed Iraq in fact is trying to go the 
other way and reconstruct, rather than destroy, 
its dangerous capabilities.

THE State Anomey’s Office has 
appealed former Isramco general 
manager Alex Helfman's acquit- 
tal on insider wading charges to 
the Tel Aviv District Court. 

Helfman was acquitted in No- 
vember by the Tel Aviv Mugis- 
trate’s Court of using inside infor- 
mation on the state of drilling for 
oil at the Yam 2 rig near Ashdod 
to buy stock in companies ia- 
volved in the efforts, and of pass- 
ing the information to the compa- 
ny that ran his investment 
portfolio. 

The appeal states that Helfman 


had information that could signif- 
icantly alter the stock price of 
companies involved in the 
drilling. 

Possession of such information 
by someone on the inside like 
Helfman does not give him the 
right to use it before the rest of 
the public, the appeal said. 

The appeal also claimed that 
the court based its rulings on 
wide-ranging legal opinions not 
backed up by detailed facts and 
evidence. 


The State Attorney’s Office 
wants the acquittal canceled and 
Helfman convicted and properly 
sentenced for his crime. 

Helfman said he is shocked the 
prosecution is appealing the case. 

“The original charges should 
not have been made at all, espe- 
cially after the personal and pro- 
fessional damage J have suffered 
as a result over the past three 
years," he said. 

As a result of the charges, 
Helfman was forced to resiga 
from various posts at Istamco and 
Joel.

Fed props up 
peso as 
Mexicans 
seek support 


NEW YORK (Reuter) — The Fed- 
eral Reserve intervened in the for- 
eign exchange market yesterday 
to prop up the battered Mexican 
peso as Mexican officials sought 
support abroad to help the coun- 
try weather its financial crisis. 


The flotation of the peso on De- 
cember 20, which resulted in its 
Josing about a third of its value, 
led investors to bail out of Mexi- 
can investments, sending the 
Mexican stock market skidding, 


A spokesman for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, 
which generally acts for the Fed in 
market interventions, said it 
bought Mexican pesos for dollars 
at the request of the Mexican cen- 
tral bank. 

The Fed said it “announced to- 
day it is intervening in the foreign 
exchange market at the request of 
and for the account of the Banco 
de Mexico, purchasing pesos 
against the dollar. 

“These operations are consis- 
tent with the efforts of the US 
monetary authorities to assist 
Mexico in responding to recent 
financial developments.” 

The peso regained some of its 
massive losses of the fast three 
weeks, rising as much as 65 centa- 
vos to 5.0 to the dollar before 
easing to 5.30. But Mexican 
stocks slumped more than 74 
points, or 3.28 percent, showing 
no sign of a turnaround. 

Mexican Foreign Minister Jose 
Angel Gurria, putting a brave 
face on his country’s peso crisis to 
Placate nervous Japanese inves- 
tors, forecast an end to the up- 
heava! in a few weeks.

NEW YORK (AP) - It’s now just 
a matter of hours before National 
Hockey League owners either 
come to contract terms with their 
players or cance} a season that 
never began. 

“Is it possible ta reach agree- 
ment?

Players Association executive di- 
rector Bob Goodenow, who began 
meeting with commissioner Gary 
Bettman yesterday in 2 final at- 
tempt to beat the owners’ dead- 
line of noon today (7 pm Israel 
time) for canceling the season.

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Labor orders faction discipline — Who will pay Histadrut 
for Arrangements Law vote © 


LABOR yesterday decided to impose factional 
discipline on the vote on the Economic Ar- 
Tangements Law, in an effort ta subdue faction 
chairman Eli Dayan’s rebellion over the long- 
school-day amendment. 

However, to avoid humiliating Dayan, the 
faction also decided that Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin would meet again with him and 
amendment cosponsor Rafi Edri in another try 
for ἃ compromise. 

It also voted overwhelmingly to have Dayan 
continue as faction and coalition chairman. 
Dayan has not formally: resigned, but did ask 
his deputy, Ra‘anan Cohen, to assume his 
duties during the past two weeks. 

Dayan, who until recently insisted he would 
Hot accept anything less than extending the 
school day until 4 p.m., yesterday suggested a 
compromise whereby it would be extended 
until 3 in development towns and distressed 
neighborhoods next year (instead of 2 as the 
government proposed), and until 3 throughout 
the country the following year. 

However, the government rejected the idea, 
refusing (to offer more than it offered two” 
weeks ago: a promise. that it supports the long 
school day in principle and that it will set up a

committee to determine how to implement the 
idea. 

After the meeting, Dayan said he would 
“have to decide’’ what ta do if Rabin refuses to 
budge from this position and coalition disci- 
pline is imposed. 

Rabin also said he was considering turning 
the bill into a confidence vote, in order to turn 
the screws even further. 

le, the government yesterday for- 
mally returned the Arrangements Law to the 
plenum, from whence it was immediately with- 
drawn to the Knesset Finance Committee. The 
committee must amend the law to make it 
Tetroactive to January 1, after which -- proba- 
bly next week — it will be retumed to the 
pleoum for its second and third readings. 

The faction’s decisions came after a stormy 


three-hour meeting in the Prime Minister's yan 


Office, which opened with the customary ha- 
rangue by Rabin. 

No MK, he stressed, was elected personally 
to the Knesset, with the consequent freedom 
of voting his conscience this would entail.
